The Old Standard Tor the Yard.

Tho yard is the British and American
standard of length. Down to 1824 the
original standard of Britain (and from
which ours, was copied) was a rod,,
which had been debited in tho court
of exchequer, Loudon, in the timo of
Qutvu Elizabeth. In those days all
measures intended for general uso wero
taken to tho court of exchequer to bo

examined by tho propter officer. That
official took tho proposed measure and
placed it parallel with tho standard,
and if found correct placed certain
marks of identification upon it By an
act of parliament in 18''4 tho old Eliza-

bethan standard was superseded by an-

other, which had been constructed under
tho directions of th Koyai sex iety C4

years previous, lins act provuiea mat,

"tho straight lino or tnsiauco ueiweeu
thn centers of two points in the gold
studs in tho trass rod now in the custody
of tho clerk of tho houso of commons
shall bo the genuine standard of tho
yard measure in (Jreat Britain." Tho
act further provided that tho measure
ments of the rod must bo mado when
tho temperature of tho brass was at G3

degrees F.
That standard was destroyed by firo

in 18U4, and tho commission appointed
to replace it mado tho yta"d measuro
now in uso. Tho new standard was

in tho house of parliament in
1855, aud authenticated copies of it aro
in tho possession of our government off-

icials at Washington. St Louis Repub-

His cigars
were made of brown paper, embossed to
look like loaves and steeped in tobacco
juice London Standard.
